VITAL  STATISTICS. 


1 .  A satisfactorj^  decrease  was  recorded  in  the  total  death-rate  during  the  past  quarter,  the  rate 
being  9.9  per  1,000  population  compared  with  12.8  in  the  previous  quarter.  The  rate  for  the  past 
quarter  is,  however,  slightly  in  excess  of  that  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (9.4)  but  it 
may  still  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 


2.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Bilhngham  (6.1)  and  Shildon 
(6.8)  urban  districts  and  in  the  Hartlepool  (4.7)  and  Stockton  (7.9)  rural  districts  ; while  the  districts 
■with  the  highest  mortality  statistics  were  the  Stanhope  (15.2)  and  Bishop  Auckland  (14.8)  urban 
districts  and  the  Barnard  Castle  (11.9)  and  Auckland  (11.2)  rural  districts. 

3.  The  death-rates  from  the  seven  principal  infective  diseases  was  equal  to  0.50  per  1,000  popu- 
lation and  shows  an  increase  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (0.42)  and  also  for  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (0.44).  In  this  group  of  diseases  there  were  116  deaths  registered, 
and  of  this  number  diphtheria  and  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  2 years  of  age  were  responsible  for 
43  deaths  each. 

4.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  equal  to  55  per  1,000  births  registered  and  compares  very 
favourably  vuth  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (70)  although  it  is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (53). 


5.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  past  quarter  was  equal  to  6.21  per  1,000  births  registered 
and  although  it  shows  a reduction  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (7.76)  it  cannot  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


6.  During  the  quarter  987  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  1,311  in  the  previous 
quarter  and  1,574  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year,  and  although  showing  a large  reduction 
in  the  number  notified,  this  disease  may  stUl  be  regarded  as  being  prevalent  throughout  the  adminis- 
trative county.  Five  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter  compared  with 
9 in  the  previous  quarter  and  15  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 
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7.  A slight  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  644  cases  being 
notified  during  the  past  quarter  compared  with  632  in  the  preceding  quarter.  The  figure  for  the  past 
quarter,  however,  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  when  1,144  cases 
were  notified.  The  deaths  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter  numbered  43  compared  with 
45  in  the  previous  quarter. 

8.  An  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  during  the 
past  quarter,  the  number  of  cases  reported  being  72  compared  with  24  in  the  precedmg  quarter. 
Cases  were  reported  from  nineteen  sanitary  districts  in  the  county,  the  district  with  the  highest  number 
of  cases  being  the  Lanchester  Rural  District  where  16  cases  occurred.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  Four  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter 
compared  with  3 in  the  previous  quarter. 

9.  There  were  5 notifications  of  puerperal  fever  and  21  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  com- 
pared with  10  and  45  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter  14  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospitals  under  the  County  Sr  herae  and  the  services  of  consultants  were  requisitioned  in  7 cases. 

10.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was  26 
compared  with  35  in  the  previous  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  County  Scheme 
was  provided  in  respect  of  5 cases. 

11.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  during  the  quarter  was  9 compared  with  7 
in  the  previous  quarter  ; while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  12  compared  with  8. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  43  deaths  during  the  quarter  com- 
pared with  25  in  the  previous  quarter.

— I have  received  the  resignation, 
as  from  the  30th  September,  1935,  of  Dr.  S.  D.  Jouhar  of  the  HaU,  Byers  Green,  Pubhc  Vaccinator 
for  this  District,  which  comprises  the  parishes  of  Byers  Green,  Newdield  and  Old  Park.  I have 
appointed  as  his  successor,  in  a temporary  capacity  only,  subject  to  your  confirmation  and  the  approval 
of  the  Minister  of  Health,  Dr.  A.  C.  Farquharson  of  Ugie  House,  Spennymoor,  as  from  1st  October, 
1935,  on  the  same  scale  of  fees  as  apphed  to  Dr.  Jouhar,  i.e.  : —

(12)  ATTENDANCES  AT  DISPENSARIES. — The  number  of  attendances  at  the  dispensaries 
during  the  quarter  was  5,952,  as  against  5,867  in  the  preceding  quarter,  and  the  number  of  persons 
who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  3,048,  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  quarter  being 
3,222. 

(13)  VISITS  TO  PATIENTS. — 4,574  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors  to  patients 
during  the  quarter. 

(14)  VISITS  TO  EX-SERVICE  MEN. — 167  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors 
during  the  quarter. 

(15)  UNDER  SUPERVISION. — 4,858  patients  were  under  supervision  on  the  30th  Sep- 
tember, including  317  ex-service  men. 

(16)  TREATMENT  RECOMMENDED. — A fist  of  all  cases  recommended  sanatorium, 
dispensary  and  other  forms  of  treatment  during  the  quarter  wiU  be  submitted,  and  I shall  be  glad 
if  your  Committee  will  approve  such  recommendations. 

(17)  DEATHS. — 136  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  since  the  date  of  my 
last  quarterly  report,  viz.  : Pulmonary,  52  males  and  64  females  ; Non-Pulmonary,  10  males  and  10 
females. 


(18)  SUPPLY  OF  ARTIFICIAL  LIMB.  Case  No.  18970  (Blackball).— This  patient  is 
recommended  an  artificial  limb  (left  leg)  which  wiU  cost  £18  18s.  Od.  He  is  able  to  contribute  £4  Os.  Od. 
towards  the  cost,  and  I recommend  that  the  remainder  (£14  18s.  Od.)  be  defrayed  by  the  County 
Council. 


(19)  RESIGNATION  OF  DR.  CORMACK. — I have  to  report  that  Dr.  Cormack,  Medical 
Officer  at  Earl’s  House  Sanatorium,  and  District  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  Consett  Dispensary,  resigned 
his  appointment  on  the  1st  September  to  become  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  city  of 
Bath. 


Dr.  Slome,  who  did  a short  locum  for  Dr.  Cormack  during  the  summer,  was  engaged  to  fill 
the  vacancy  pending  the  appointment  of  a permanent  Medical  Officer. 

(20)  ACCIDENT  TO  DR.  J.  S.  ALLAN. — I have  to  report  that  Dr.  Allan  was  absent  from 
duty  owing  to  a motor  accident  from  the  3rd  to  the  15th  August.  His  duties  were  carried  on  with  the 
help  of  the  sanatorium  medical  officers,  but  in  addition,  I had  to  engage  Dr.  W.  Fulthorpe  of  Sherburn 
Hospital  on  two  occasions,  at  a fee  of  two  guineas  per  session. 

(21)  DEATH  OF  DR.  L.  MORGAN. — I regret  to  have  to  report  that  Dr.  Morgan,  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  Eastern  District,  died  on  the  24th  September  after  a long  period  of  ill- 
health,  which  frequently  incapacitated  him  for  duty.  He  returned  to  duty  on  the  1st  July  after 
nearly  three  months  absence  through  illness,  but  unfortunately  his  health  broke  down  again  on  the 
9th  July  and  he  was  unable  to  resume.  Since  9th  July  some  of  his  work  was  shared  by  myself  and  the 
other  district  tuberculosis  officers. 

In  addition.  Dr.  A.  Armit  (Horden),  Dr.  C.  A.  Harvey,  (Hartlepool)  and  Dr.  W.  Fulthorpe 
(Sherburn)  were,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  engaged  as  follows  ; — 

Dr.  Armit. — 17th  July,  and  5th,  12th,  19th  and  26th  September,  at  a fee  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per 

session. 

Dr.  Harvey. — 1st,  7th,  8th,  14th,  15th,  21st,  22nd,  28th  and  29th  August,  and  4th,  11th, 
18th  and  25th  September  at  a fee  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per  session,  and  Dr.  Fulthorpe  on  16th  August  at  a fee 
of  £2  2s.  Od. 
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Dr.  Miller,  who  was  engaged  as  locum  during  the  summer  holidays  of  the  tuberculosis  officers, 
has  been  engaged  as  locum  for  the  Eastern  district  from  the  1st  October.

(6)  Owing  to  a period  of  very  dry  weather  the  stream  levels  were  considerably  lowered, 
yet  there  were  very  few  complaints  received.  The  recent  heavy  rains  have,  however,  to  a large 
extent  cleansed  the  beds  and  foreshores  of  the  rivers  and  streams. 

(7)  River  Tyee  and  Its  Tributaries. — During  the  past  quarter  a complete  survey  of  the 
outfaU  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  within  the  tidal  reaches  of  the  River  Tyne  and  its  tributaries 
has  been  carried  out  and  a report  of  this  survey  has  been  tabulated.  A map  has  also  been  prepared 
of  the  river  from  its  estuary  to  Wylam  showing  the  approximate  position  of  each  outfall  sewer  and 
particulars  of  areas  drained. 
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(8)  There  is  a definite  move  by  a number  of  local  authorities  in  formulating  and  preparing 
schemes  of  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  which  should  assist  the  County  Council  in  the 
administration  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Acts. 

DARLINGTON  COUNTY  BOROUGH. 

(9)  Stressholmes  Sewage  Works. — The  condition  of  the  effluent  from  these  works  shows  Jara.  32^(6) 
no  improvement.  Justifiable  complaints  have  again  been  made  by  the  Hurworth  Parish  Council 
regarding  the  offensive  smells  and  the  condition  of  the  River  Tees  in  their  district.  From  information 
received  it  would  appear  that  plans,  etc.,  for  new  works,  are  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

DURHAM  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

(10)  Neville’s  Cross,  Stone  Bridge,  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Para.  32  (8) 
On  the  27th  August  last,  an  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Durham,  by  C.  L.  Cox,  Esq.,  A.M.Inst. 

C.E.,  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  an  application  by  the  Durham  City  Council  to  the 
Commissioner  for  Special  Areas  for  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  £6,794  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  contributory  places  of  Stone  Bridge  and  Neville’s  Cross.  The  Clerk  to  the  District 
Council  stated  the  reason  for  the  schemes  and  pointed  out  that  the  present  sewage  disposal  works 
were  totally  inadequate  and  that  pollution  of  the  River  Browney  by  sewage  had  been  observed  and 
reported  upon  over  20  years.  He  also  stated  that  the  present  works  were  constructed  over  47  years 
ago,  and  had  been  condemned  since  1916. 


STOCKTON-ON-TEES  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

(11)  Works  of  Sewerage. — A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Stockton-on-Tees,  on  the  11th  July  last  by  J.  Gardner  Esq.,  M.Inst.  C.E.,  an  Inspector  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  into  the  application  of  the  Borough  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £6,785  for  works 
of  sewerage  in  the  north-west  portion  of  the  borough  which  is  a rapidly  growing  residential  area. 
The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  explained  the  necessity  for  the  scheme  and  pointed  out  that  at  present 
17  properties  in  Darlington  Lane  are  provided  with  cesspools,  and  if  a sewer  were  provided  the  whole 
of  these  properties  could  be  drained.  The  Corporation  are  thinking  of  the  immediate  erection  of 
356  houses  in  this  drainage  area  and  the  sewers  at  present  contemplated  will  drain  the  whole  of  the 
Darlington  Lane  from  Ragworth  Nurseries  to  the  railway  bridge  and  will  foUow  the  valley  to  Norton 
Hill  Estate.

(12)  West  Kyo  and  Dipton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Consulting  engineers  have  been  p^ra.  32  (9) 
called  in  to  report  on  the  sufficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  to  prepare  plans  June,  1935.

(18)  Refuse  Tips. — A complaint  has  been  received  with  regard  to  the  proximity  of  refuse 
to  the  River  Wear,  when  it  was  claimed  that  in  time  of  floods  much  of  the  refuse  would  be  carried  down 
stream.  These  refuse  tips  are  inspected  regularly  and  as  yet  no  reason  for  complaint  has  been  found, 
other  than  the  fact  that  unauthorised  persons  throw  the  rubbish  about  and  the  Council  should  consider 
the  ad'pisabihty  of  revetting  the  foreshores  of  the  River  Wear  and  Cong  Burns  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
refuse  tip,  which  would  prevent  any  rubbish  being  thrown  about  and  washed  down  stream  in  time  of 
excessive  floods.

— Consulting  engineers  have  been  engaged 
to  report  upon  the  sufficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  several  districts 
in  connexion  with  the  Council’s  privy  conversion  scheme. 

The  Council  have  already  received  sanction  for  part  of  their  conversion  scheme  comprising 
2,836  conversions  and  work  on  these  is  about  to  be  commenced. 

(31)  SuNNisiDE  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WoRKS. — The  effiuent  from  these  works  discharges  into 
a main  stream  which  passes  through  the  Whickham  Golf  Course.  This  stream  was  inspected  on  the 
25th  September,  when  the  level  of  the  main  stream  appeared  to  be  very  low,  especially  after  fairly 
heavy  rainfall.  Upon  examination  it  was  found  that  there  were  several  dams  diverting  small  tribu- 
taries which  should  have  been  discharging  into  the  main  stream.  The  landowners  concerned  have  been 
asked  to  deal  with  this  matter. 


DARLINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(32)  Heighington,  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — A Ministry  of  Health 
Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Darhngton,  51,  Conischffe  Road, 

Darlington,  on  the  5th  July  last,  by  R.  Gadsby,  Esq.,  A.M.Inst.  C.E.,  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  into  the  apphcation  of  the  Darhngton  Rural  District  Council  to  borrow  £3,420  for  works  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  contributory  place  of  Heighington.  The  Clerk  to  the  District 
Council  explained  the  necessity  for  the  scheme  and  pointed  out  that  the  viUage  had  a population  of 
800  persons.  The  village  at  present  is  sewered  in  three  directions,  viz.  : — one  sewer  discharging  into 
a tank,  and  two  sewers  flowing  direct  into  a small  brook,  which,  because  of  its  polluted  state,  has  been 
a source  of  complaint  from  time  to  time  by  farmers. 

(33)  Middleton  Hall  Mental  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — It  is  understood  Para.  32  (50)

that  the  contracts  for  these  works  have  been  arranged  and  that  work  is  in  progress.  ’

(37)  Sheebukn  and  Shadfoeth,  Woeks  of  Seweeage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The 
engineering  difficulties  have  now  been  overcome,  and  rapid  progress  with  these  works  is  now  reported. 
Considerable  improvements  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  in  this  district  have  been  made 
during  the  past  few  months. 


EASINGTON  EURAL  DISTRICT. 

(38)  Mueton  Collieey  Allotment  Gabdens  Pollution  of  Steeam  in  Receeation 
Geound. — A report  was  received  that  this  stream  had  been  impounded  with  an  earth w'ork  dam,  and 
was  being  used  as  a swimming  and  paddhng  pool,  and  in  consequence  an  inspection  was  made  on  tlie 
13th  August,  when  pollution  by  sewage  was  observed.  The  attention  of  the  district  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  drawn  to  this  matter  and  the  earthwork  dam  was  dismantled.  It  was  found  that  sewage 
had  gained  access  to  the  stream  from  a surface  water  drain  to  which  was  connected  a storm  water 
overflow  from  an  adjacent  sewer  manhole  which  had  become  choked.  The  obstruction  was  removed 
and  the  pollution  abated. 

(39)  Ceimdon  Dene  Sewage  Disposal  Woeks. — There  are  several  of  these  works  in  existence 
which  have  been  constructed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  bye-laws  of  the  local  authority.  These 
works  are  superior  to  the  usual  type  of  cesspool  which  usually  become  a nuisance  after  a few  years. 
As  previously  stated,  these  works  have  been  constructed  and  used  temporarily  pending  the  construction 
of  a main  outfall  sewer-to-the-sea,  which  it  is  understood,  is  under  consideration  by  the  District  Council. 

(40)  Mueton  Collieey  Coal  Washee,  Bollee  Sludging  and  Beickwoeks  Effluents. — : 
A further  inspection  of  these  works  has  been  made.  An  additional  tank  has  now  been  constructed, 
making  three  in  all  for  the  treatment  of  the  trade  effluents  from  the  works.  No  effluent  is  allow'ed  to 
be  discharged  from  these  works  unless  the  standard  of  the  test  is  reached. 

(41)  Mueton  Beck. — On  inspection  this  stream  was  found  to  be  discoloured  due  to  the 
breaking  up  of  the  earthwork  dam  in  the  Welfare  Recreation  Ground. 

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(42)  Pollution  of  the  Lumley  Buen. — A complaint  of  pollution  of  this  burn  by  sewage 
and  trade  effluents  has  been  received  and  investigated.  This  stream  has  been  in  a bad  condition  for 
many  years,  and  has  been  the  cause  of  repeated  complaints  which  have  been  dealt  with  from  time  to 
time.  During  the  last  few  years  improvements  have  taken  place  and  a new  sewage  disposal  works 
was  recently  constructed  at  Flint  Mfll  (eliminating  two  old  works  and  one  outfall  sewer  discharging 
into  the  burn) . During  the  present  year  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries  have  been  held  in  connection 
with  the  proposals  to  construct  a new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Sedgeletch  for  the  Houghton-le-Spring 
Rural  District  Council  and  also  a new  joint  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  Houghton  Rural  and  the 
Hetton-le-Hole  Urban  District  Councils.  These,  when  completed,  together  with  the  elimination  of 
sewage  tank,  cesspools,  and  sewers  discharging  direct  to  stream,  vdU  prevent  pollution  of  this  bum. 

The  effluents  from  several  coal  washers,  by-product  plants,  gas  works,  brick  works,  sand  and 
gravel  works,  &c.,  have  also  been  dealt  with  and  improvements  for  the  treatment  of  these  effluents 
are  in  progress. 


LANCHESTER  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(43)  Woeks  of  Seweeage  and  Sewage  Disposal  foe  the  Conteibutoey  Places  of  Esh, 
CoENSAY,  Geeenceoft,  Lanchestee,  Langley  Paek,  Maiden  Law,  and  Satley,  including  Woeks 
FOE  THE  Joint  Benefit  of  the  Conteibutoey  Places  of  Coensay  and  esh  and  the  Ueban  Disteict 
OF  Beandon  and  Byshottles.- — An  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Coimcil  Offices,  Lanchester,  on  the  28th 
August,  by  C.  L.  Cox,  Esq.,  A.M.Inst.  C.E.,  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  Coun- 
cil’s apphcation  to  the  Commissioner  for  Special  Areas  for  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  following 
works  ; — 

Langley  Paek  (£15,330). — To  provide  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  replace  the  two  existing 

works. 


Esh  Winning  (£9,530). — Existing  joint  sewage  works  are  severely  overtaxed,  especially  since 
the  two  lower  contact  beds  were  completely  clogged.  The  works  to  be  entirely  remodelled,  the  Cornsay 
Colliery  works  to  be  abandoned  and  the  sewage  to  be  conveyed  from  Hamsteels  Village  to  the  new 
works. 
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Maiden  Law  (£619). — These  sewage  works  to  be  eliminated.  There  is  difficulty  in  the 
disposal  of  sludge.  These  works  are  now  too  small  due  to  rapid  building  developments  in  this  area, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  to  link  up  to  the  main  outfall  sewer  of  the  Lanchester  Village  sewage  disposal 
works. 


Satley  Village  (£750).— The  extension  of  a public  water  supply  to  this  vUlage  has  recently 
been  completed  and  it  is  proposed  to  improve  the  sanitary  circumstances,  which  vdU  necessitate  the 
provision  of  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

(44)  Lanchester  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — To  extend  and  improve  these  works  which  Para.  32  (66) 
are  now  overtaxed  to  a volume  of  approximately  6,000  gallons  per  day,  since  the  sew’age  from  the  1935. 
new  housing  estate ^at  Burnhope  has  been  connected.

the  river  has  occasionally  sho'wn  evidence  of  discolouration  and  pollution. 

(46)  Sedgefield  and  Winterton  Mental  Institute,  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital — 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These  works  are  now  completed. 

(47)  Chilton  and  Dean  Bridge  Coal  Washer,  Cooling  Plant,  and  By-Product  Works.-  para.  32  (70) 
Pollution  of  the  Rushyford  Beck  has  been  observed  and  reported  to  the  responsible  official  and  pollution  Juu®.  1935. 
has  been  overcome.  Alterations  are  in  progress  to  give  more  efficient  treatment  to  the  effiuents  from 

these  works. 

(48)  Ferryhill  (North)  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Improvements  to  these  works  are 
in  progress. 

(49)  Old  Trimdon  Village. — Proposals  for  the  construction  of  sewage  disposal  works  for 
this  district  are  under  consideration  by  the  District  Council.
